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THE DX COLUMN --by Bob, WB6QNU 


Working a new DX station is always a thrill whether it is your first or you 300% 
country. However, until you have that QSL hanging on the wall the contact is 
not complete. Some people say they dont care if they get a QSL from a new or 
rare country, however the card is the basis for most awards you may wish to 
obtain. It also gives you a feeling of accpmplishment and you can show it to 
others, Tell someone that you talked to King Hussin and they are likely to 

smile and ask if you speak to the gods in the shower too? .....but show them 
the QSL and suddenly they learn a part of what HAM radio is all about! 1!!! 


To obtain a QSL from that elusive country, sometimes takes more skill than the 

actual contact, The time to start getting the card is BEFORE the contact. When 

first hearing the DX station, listen for him to give his QSL information, Many 

stations have QSL managers in the US or foreign countries....others request that 

you QSL direct or to a special address, When a DX station requests you to mail 

direct or via some means other than his manager, he usually has a reason, Write 
down this information, 


If the station doesn'nt give his QSL information before you work him, then mention 
during your QSO that you would like to QSL and will be listening during the next 
series of contacts for this info, Usually the DX operator will give the info right 
away, but soetimes he will wait a few more contacts before he gives it out, It gets 
to be pretty boring for a DX-pedition to keep repeating his QSL information every 
contact, especially if it is an address instead of a manger's call, 


When you work a new country a fail to get the QSL info, there are other courses 
available. The Callbook has a list of addresses and QSL managers listed in the back. 
Be sure to look in both the US and Foreign manager sections. QSL information for 

DX managers is also published monthly in the DX sections of both CQ and QsT. 

A check through back issues could uncover the necessary address or manager. If 
you are an avid DX-er, there is a QSL manager bulletin that is published and you 

can subscribe to it for a few dollars a year. If your still at a loss, ask other DX-er's 
at the club or on the air. Very often this brings the lead you were looking for. 

If no other QSL information can be found, but the station is listed in the Callbook, 
then send your card direct,
